He is willing to offer the smog
device free for the sake of prov-
ing his point to the first Torrance
factory which will install it.

Had Stove

Constantine, all wrapped up In
wonder and conviction, described
the curious history of his discov-
ery. While a co-owner of a res-
taurant in Swift Current, Canadd,
he was constantly plagued by a
stove which released unbearable
fumes, When Constantine could
not stand it any longer, he began
a ‘stove-control” campaign. His
experiments led to a “fume-proof”
system,

Years later, when he came to

Los Angeles he happened to be
riding in a street car thinking
about the many smog com=-
plaints he had read about lately.
“Suddenly,” Constantine stated,
“1 snapped up in my seat and
struck my head with my hand.
The people who saw me thought
I was crazy. But I had suddenly
thought again of the similarity
| between the problem here and
| my problem in Canada and I felt
| that I was the only one in North
America who knew the an-
swer.”

Constantine, who has had his
| invention patented, said he could
be reached at FA, 8-1857.
